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New School Trophy 



The American Legion 10th 
District (Lake County! announ- 
ced a new Traveling Trophy to 
be awarded to the winning Lake 
County School in the 32nd Annual 
Legion National High School Ora- 
torical Contest. The prepared 
oration in the contest must.be on 
some phase of the Constitution 
of the United States which will 
give emphasis to the attendant 
duties and obligations of a citi- 
zen. 

Students who have a special In- 
terest in History, Civics, Debate 
or Dramatics are especially en- 
couraged to enter the competi- 
tion. The local school contest must 
be completed on or prior to Janu- 
ary 23, 1070. The' District contest 
will he held the week of Febru- 
ary 2 to 6, 1970. 

Each of the twenty-four high 
schools in Lake County may have 
one contestant in the District con- 
test. Beginning with this year, a 
21-inch high Lake County Orator- 
ical Traveling Trophy will be 
awarded to the school whose re- 
presentative wins the District con- 
test. The trophy has a spread- 
wing eagle on each side, and is 
crowned with the statue of an 
Orator on top of a gold cup. 

The, name of the winning ora- 
tor and his school will be engrav- 
ed on the frontplatc. The trophy 
will be a Traveling Trophy until 
one school has won it three times, 
not necessarily in succession. At 
that time, the trophy will become 
the permanent possession of that 
school, and a new trophy will be 
started. In addition, the student 
winner will receive the District 
1st place medal and citation. The 
District runner-up will receive 
the - Lake County second place 
medal and citation. 

The District winner 'will com 
pete against three other District 



winners for Division awards. The 
Division includes all counties 
north of Rock Island, excluding 
Cook County. Second Place Divi- 
sion prize is a silver medal and a 
$100 scholarship. First Place Is a 
gold medal, a $400 scholarship, 
and a chance to win a larger 
scholarship. The scholarships at 
the State level arc $500, $600. $B00 t 
or $1,000, plus awards up to $4,- 
000 for National finalists; These 
scholarships are not based on 
"mean tests". They are unrestric- 
ted grants which may be used in 
and accredited college in the 
country.

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CHRISTMAS STAMPS 
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Don't Display 
New License 
Until Dec 1 

Secretary of State Paul Powell 
today warned motorists who arc 
now receiving their 1070 license 
plates that it is illegal to dis- 
play those plates until December 
1. 

Mailing of the 1970 plates. be- 
gan oh Monday. Oct. 27. as a 
continuation of Mr. Powcirerfour- 
ycar-old policy of starting de* 
livery of plates prior to the old 
date of December f. 

Under this system, he pointed 
out,' all plates representing reas- 
signed numbers and numbers as* 
signed in response to special re* 
quests will be in the mail before 
Dec. 15 when the usual heavy 
flow of Chirstraas mail begins. 

Plates are being mailed in num- 
erical and alphabetical sequence, 
which means that those motorists 
who requested reassignment of 
digits-only numbers will be among 
the first to receive their plates, 
and those who requested reas- 
signment of letter-digit combina- 
tions will receive theirs later, 
Secretary Powell said.

To Suits 

Commonwealth Edison Com- 
pany Tuesday again emphasized 
its determination to conserve 
Lake Michigan and maintain 
health and safety standards of 
the highest quality in building 
and operating Zlon Nuclear Power 
Station as the company respond- 
ed to two injunctive suits involv- 
ing the plant. 

Statements filed in the Circuit 
Court of Cook County asked for 
dismissal of suits initiated by the 
Metropolitan ' Sanitary District 
and the United Automobile, Aero- 
space and Agricultural Imple- 
ment Workers of America. 

In summarizing Edison's re? 
sponse to the suits, Wallace B. 
Behnkc, assistant to the president, 
said: , • . 

"Zlon station's cooling water 
facilities .general plant features 
and safety systems will be built 
and operated so as to. prevent any 
harm to the public or Lake Mich- 
igan. Under the plant's licensing 
conditions and other regulatory 
surveillance, the public has am- 
ple assurance that water quality 
and environmental standards will 
be met. However, we intend to do 
better. than these standards re- 
quire, as wc have done for the 
past nine years in operating our 
present nuclear facility near Mor- 
ris, III. .". 

"In controlling tempcraturo 
and radioactivity, wc will be 
guided by water quality rules set 
forth by the" Illinois Sanitary 
Water Board, the U.S. Atomic 
Energy Commission and the U.S. 
Public Health Service. These 
rules will make sure that the 
water wc use is returned to the 
lake safo enough to drink and 
never warm enough to upset the 
lake's fish or pla'nl life."

Every 20 seconds someone 
needs a blood transfusion. In the 
Chicago area . last year, that 
amounted to more than 200,000 
.pints of blood. Despite the ever 
increasing need, blood donors 
have not' kept paco with the de- 
mand. 

To underscore the importance, 
of maintaining the community's 
vital blood supply, November has 
been officially proclaimed "Blood 
Donor Month." 

In the proclamation, all citi- 
zens arc urged to. acquaint them- 
serves with the services available 
to tiicm through such blood bank- 
ing programs as the Cooperative 
Blood Replacement Plan. 

The Plan, presently in its 13th

As a member of 
the Cooperative Replacement 
Plan, a one-pint blood donation is 
all it takes for an individual to 
assure free unlimited blood re- 
placement for his entire family 
(Including all children under 10 
years of age) for one year. Or, 
a one-pint blood donation can as- 
sure an individual of blood re- 
placement for four years, or a 
couple for' two years. 

Under, the Cooperative Blood 
Replacement Plan, an individual 
is not only assuring his own and 
his family's blood needs, but tlm 
community as well, by assisting 
56 member-hospitals to keep their 
blood banks adequately supplied. 
' An individual making a one- 
pint donation at any member-hos- 
pital has paid his "premium on a 
policy*' which assures him of 
unlimited free blood replacement 
anywhere in the United States if 
the need for a blood transfusion 
arises.
